Navy Discharge 
Shot in Accident 

Game Commission 
Warns of Dangers 
Of Souvenir Guns 



Robert Bell. 21. Negro, of 2716 
County Line Rd.. Ardmore, a Navy 
dischargee. was injured last 
Thursday evening when he acci- 
dental shot himself in the leg. 

Bell was looking at an old Ger- 
man pistol in the back yard of his 
home when it went off. the bullet 
entering his leg. He was taken to 
Bryn Maw Hospital where he was 
treated for a small fracture of the 
leg bone. 

He received his discharge from 
ihe Navy about six months ago 
after serving in the South Pacific 
for over a year. 

The accident followed close on 
the heels of a warning of the 
Pennsylvania Game Commission 
to sportsmen and others to be- 
ware of souvenir guns brought 
back from the theaters of war. 

Pointing out that the American 
serviceman is inherently a souve- 
nir collector, the commission 
warned that this tendency is very 
apt to prove a disastrous boome- 
rang in many cases if returning 
soldiers and sailors follow through 
on what is only a natural inclina- 
tion and have their captured 
Japanese and German military 
rifles converted into sporting fire- 
arms chambered for American 
made ammunition. 

This warning does not apply 
onlv to sportsmen and other 
adults handling the foreign mili- 
tarv flremars. Parents must be 
doubly careful that these weapons 
are well out of reach of the curi- 
ous fingers of their children. Cap- 
tured guns are not playthings. 
They are dangerous weapons and 
should be treated as such by every 
American.

Legislative session called by the 
Governor, no special election will 
be held and the naming of a Sen- 
ator as successor to Mr. Edmonds 
will not be held before the Pri- 
mary in 1946. 

The Senate is not scheduled to 
re-convene until January 1947. 

The Act covering the point in- 
volved says: 

•'Whenever a vacancy shall oc- 
cur in either house of the Gen- 
?ral Assembly whether or not it 
til en be in session, me presiding 
officer of such house shall issue a 
writ of election to the proper 
countv board or boards of elec- 
tion and to the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, for a special 
election to fill said vacancy, which 
election shall be held on a date 
named in the writ, which shall be 
not less than 30 days after the 
issuance of said writ. The pre- 
siding officer may fix. in suen 
writ of election, the chite of the 
next ensuing primary, municipal 
or general election as the date 
for holding any such special elec- 
tion: Provided, however. That, 
should the Governor after the is- 
suance of the said writ of election 
advise the presiding officer that 
the General Assembly will be 
called into extraordinary session 
prior to the date set for such spe- 
cial election, the presiding offi- 
cer may countermand the writ 
theretofore issued and shall issue 
a new writ of election, fixing 
t nerein such earlier date there- 
for as is deemed exp-dient, but 
'■.-inch shall not be iess than 30 
days after the issuance of said 
writ." 

Mr. Wood, who for months has 
been boomed as the County's next 
State Senator, is now leader of 
the County's delegation in the 
House of Representatives, as As- 
semblyman from the County s 
Third Legislative DL.tnct.

to 8 P. M. 

The Borough's political leaders 
this week were free in predicting 
thev feared one of the lightest 
votes in years because of the lack: 
of major contests and the preoc- 
cupation of most voters with prob- 
lems of peacetime reconversion. 

Neither Republican or Demo- 
cratic leaders anticipated more 
than a 40 per cent turnout at the 
polls. 

Kenneth L. M. Pray, lone Demo- 
cratic candidate in the Borough, 
gave the campaign the only spice 
it has had so far with an appeal 
to Narberth voters last week. 

Declared Pray last week: 

"One Democrat in Borough 
Council will not destroy the Re- 
publican Party but it will restore 
representative government." 

He asked the Narberth voters: 

1. Do you believe that local gov- 
ernment should be a foot all of 
partisan government? 

2. Do you believe that good 
citizens, capable of serving Nar- 
berth well, should be excluded 
from local public office because 
thev do not wear one certain party- 
label or belong to one political 
faction? 

3. Do you believe that one-party 
monopolv of local government, for 
ten years on end. is necessary, 
desirable or fair? 

The Borough's citizens will go 
to the polls on next Tuesday to 
vote on two judges for the State 
Superior Court, a Montgomery 
County prothonotary and a jury 
commissioner and to elect the fol- 
lowing for borough offices: four 
borough councilmen. a justice of 
the peace, a tax collector, a burgess 
and auditor. 

Voters also will register their 
opinion on four amendments pro- 
posed to the State constitution.

Toll Gates May Return Again 
When State Extends Turnpike 

Last Toll Road of Old System Was Abolished 

In 1927; Fee Formerly Five Cents a 

Mile; Alexander J. Cassatt Was 

Leading Spirit in Early Years 



If present plans materialize for 
extension of the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike from Harrisburg to Phil- 
adelphia, toll gates may once again 
become a familiar sight of the 
Main Line. 

When Lancaster Pike — still 
known by that name to many, but 
now officially the Lincoln High- 
way — was a toll road, the fee was 
five cents per mile. The road was 
freed in 1917. and the last toll 
road in the State — also in Mont- 
gomery County — was abolished in 
1923. 

Now the plan is'to have the new 
turnpike follow the Lincoln High- 
way through Lower Merion Town- 
ship to Philadelphia. 

The Philadelphia and Lancaster 
Turnpike Company, whose incor- 
poration was authorized by an act 
of the Legislature in 1792. was the 
first such company in Pennsyl- 
vania. Toll roads had been char- 
tered at an earlier date in Vir- 
ginia, but Lancaster Pike is believ- 
ed to have been the first turnpike 
constructed with broken stone af- 
ter the manner of the macadam- 
izing process. 



Two men identified with Mont- 
gomery County were elected offi- 
cers of the corporation when it 
was organized. July 8, 1792. at a 
tavern in Downingtown. William 
Moore Smith was made secretary. 
It was he who laid out the Town 
of Norris for the University of 
Pennsylvania upon the establish- 
ment of Montgomedy County in 
1794, and he undertook to sell the 
lots of t'.ie new town for the Uni- 
versity. He lived here for a time, 
but he met with no great success 
as a real estate operator. 

One member of the board of 
managers was David Rittenhouse 
famed astronomer of his day 
whose home prior to the Revolu- 
tion had been on Germantown 
Pike, near Fairview Village.

Sen. Edmonds Dies; 
Noted Tax Expert 

Montgomery County 
Legislator Succumbs 
After Long Illness 

Funeral services were held at 
2.30 Thursday at St. Thomas Epis- 
copal Church. Whitemarsh, for 
State Senator Franklin Spencer 
Edmonds. 71. lawyer, legislator, 
civic leader and nationally recog- 
nized authority on taxation. Sen. 
Edmonds died at his home, 1530 
Locust St.. Philadelphia. Monday 
afternoon after a long illness. 

Senator Edmonds had served as 
Montgomery County's Senator at 
Harrisburg since 1938. More than 
a year ago. because of the Im- 
paired condition of his health, 
he moved from his Montgomery 
Countv home on Sheaff La., 
Whitemarsh Township, to Philadel- 
phia. But he maintained his legal 
residence in Whitemarsh at his 
"Leave Area Farm". 

He had been in poor health 
since he was stricken several 
years ago while attending a con- 
ference of tax experts at Cincin- 
nati. But despite the poor con- 
dition of his health he retained 
his seat as Senator and at every 
opportunity went to Harrisburg to 
carry on his Senatorial duties. 
On one occasion he was stricken 
at Harrisburg and had to be re- 
moved to his home. 

Born in Philadelphia, March 28, 
1874, he was a graduate of Cen- 
tral High School, class of 1893. 
and the Law School of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, class of 
1903. 

While a student in law school, 
he worked as a reporter for the 
Philadelphia Record. He started
